the arrival of the hour of noon the 


made a headlong rush over the line into 
the coveted country and on to the quar- 
ter sections upon which their eyes had 
been feasting for some days, and others 
for weeks and months. The rush wasa 
mad one, and was made so by the fact 
that the number of home-seekers greatly 
exceeded the number of quarter sections 
available for settlement. There is room 
in the lands for about 5000 settlers, 
allowing 160 acres for each. There 
were on the border, coming to claim 


| available land, 15,000 people, so that 


there were there three people for every 
quarter section. it was no wonder, 
then, that the rush was a mad one. 
‘Like scenés were never witnessed 
fore except in Oklahoma two years ago. 

The craze to become owner of part of 
‘the new lands caused a strange commin- 
gling of various elements of society. A 
half-hours’ diligent work would have 
sufficed to prepare the most elaborately 
equipped boomer for the race into the 
new country, bat the preparations were 
begun long before the hour. Horset 
were hitched, wheels greased. saddle 
girths cinched and everything made 
snug as early as 10 o'clock, so anxious 
was every one to be: in readiness to 
move at the appointed time. 

When the noon hour did arrive all 
the pent up excitement found vent in 
firing off revolvers and shouting and 
singing, and cracking of whips, and fu- 
rious driving and running. Horsemen 
| of course had. the advantage over the 
other men in the race, and most of the | 
racers were horsemen. 

GOING IT ALONE. 
A man. who proc<eded to the border 


| a prairie schooner with his family, left 


his schooner, family and one horse on 
the border and mounted another and be- 
came ahorseman. After locating his 
claim he will return and direct his pos- 
sessions to his new home. 

Some of the more desperate cowboys 
mounted steers and the latter going in 
astampede carried their riders to the 
interior, while others were unceremoni- 
ously unhorsed or unsteered not far from 
the border. 

The boomers were distributed among 
the various. starting points about as 
follows: At Tohee 3000, 
ston 2000, on_ the 
the Kickapoo 8000, aad on 
Pottawattomie border 2000. The 
alottment to the Pottawattomie Indians 
nearly exhausted the lands in their res- 
ervation so that the home-seekers had 
little chance of locate claims there. 

At Langston negroes were’ gathered 
by the Negro Colonization Society to 
the number of 1500, and they were to 
move en masse into the Cimarron Val- 
ley, the most fertile region, and locate 
in a bunch. Five hundred whites, 
mostly cowboys, also had their eyes on 
that section, and each party made all 
sorts of threats of taking the land by 
force. A force of deputy marshals and 
deputy sheriffs has been dispatched 
there to preserve order, and it is be- 
lieved they will be able to maintain 
peace. 

One of the unique sights at Tohee was 
a company of young ladies from Guthrie} 
who had formeda colonization company 
to proceed to the new lands and settle

r. Clay’s Version of the San Pedro. 
Rape Story. 


The Old Man Arraigned Before Justice 
Austin Yesterday Afternoon and 
Admitted to Bail in 
$1500. 


Hardly had the“*sound ‘of Justice Aus- 
tin’s voice died away in the Police Court 
at 4:15 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon in the dismissal of the charge of 
tampering with little Bertha Hagerman, 
when Constable Clements walked in 
with old man Danie] Clay, charged with 
having committed an assault with intent 
to rape onthe person of a little eleven- 
year-old girl named Myrtle Page, the 
particulars of which appeared in THE 
TIMEs yesterday morning. 

The old, man, who is lame and sickly, | 
took his seat at the bar and dropped his 
gray head between his shriveled hands 
in a heart-broken manner. He pre- 
sented a most pitiful appearance, and 
even those who are willing to believe 
any kind of.a charge against a man, no 
matter how black it may be, expressed 
a grain of sympathy for the ancient ex- 
preacher as soon as they got a good 
look at his troubled face. 

The old man _ was surrounded by his 
sons and daughters and a couple of 
lawyers, in the persons of W. E. Dunn, 
Ksq., and C. C. Stephens, Esq., who had 
been retained by the family to look 
after his legal rights. 

He has rather a good face, and would 
be the last man in the city: that one 
would select asa rape fiend, and yet 
evidence has been secured from some 
source of the most damaging character, 
and the old man’s attorneys will have 
their hands full when it comes to a trial, 
unless they can prove that a conspiracy 
for the purpose of blackmail has been 
entered into by certain persons who 
have been looked on with — for 
‘some time past. 

The line of defense as near as could 
be learned last evening, will be that | 
Clay is the victim of a gang 
of blackmailers, although Clay’s at- 
torneys refused to have him inter- 
viewed, and when he was asked by a 
TIMES representative for his side of the 
story, one of the lawyers responded: 

‘‘No, we will not permit him to make

T he. only words uttered by the 
old man in court were when asked, after 
his bond had been filed, if he intended | 
to go back ta San Pedro before the ex- 
amination. ‘‘No, Twill never go back 
until | am cleared of this terrible 
charge.*’

DALTON DISCHARGED. 


The Charge of Assault to Rape 
Dismissed. 


Tho Prosecution Utterly Fails to Make 
Out me Case. 


The meena’ Evidence Not Forth- 
coming When Called for. 


Justice Austin States That He Can See 
Nothing in the Charge, and Re- 
fuses to Further Con.

The matter of the investigation of the 
Dalton assault case was again taken up 
before Police Justice Austin at 8 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and the 
usual number of court loungers took up 
their old stand in the lobby. 

. The Hagermans, including the little 
girl, came in just before the case was 
called and the old man carried a large 
lunch basket loaded down with some 
heavy substance. The Sullivan woman 
brought up the rear and wore. that de- 
termined look which has hung about 
her mouth since the ee com- 
menced. 

The first wituess called was Mr. 
Hagerman, who was wanted by the de- 
-fense for the purpose of identifying the 
blankets that were on the bed used by 
Dalton. 

The old man stated that the blankets 
were moved from his house to another 
house on Ninth street. The blankets 
were identified by the old man as the 


_blankets, but on examining the bundle 


it was found that only one had been 
brought, when five had been called for. 
The defendant, on examining the 
quilt, stated that it was not the one 
that covered the bed when he used it. 
Mrs. Hagerman was then called in: ats 
this stage of the proceedings and de- 


clared that she and her husband brought © 


the only quilt that she knows anything 
about, down. If there were any othe 


quilts or blankets on the bed, she atu 


notknow anything about them. She 
did not know when they were moved 
from the bed, but they were taken away 
by Mrs. Dalton. She also stated that 
the bed was left in the old house for the 
reason that her husba nd was to do some 


work there and he wanted to sleep in 


the house. 

Dalton was then called tothe stand 
and swore positively that the quilt 
brought down by the Hagerman’s is not 
the quilt in question and he is positive 
that the quilt was neveron the bed. 
Dalton visited the house Sunday and 
the quilts and blankets were then there. 

Mr. Stephens insisted that all the bed- 
ding be produced in court and Constable 
Johnston, the defendant and old man 
Hagerman started after the needed 
blankets, etc] 

A recess was taken until 4:30 o’clock 
to give the parties time to get back. 

When court reconvened 
o’clock Constable Johnston came into 
court and stated that he only found two 
quilts, the one that was on top of the bed 
and one other. The other bedding, he 
stated, had been removed yesterday by 
the Hagermans. 

The Court. Ican simply say in this 
matter that I have studied -this matter 
to a considerable extent, and I am of 
the opinion that it is useless to goto a 
further expense, and had there been a 
motion to dismiss this case it might 
have been disposed of sooner. AsI am 
told by the District Attorney that he 
has no further evidence, I am of the 
opinion that nothing has been proven 
against the defendant, and as I think 
the State should not.be put toa further 
expense, I order the discharge of the 
defendant. 

Mr. Dalton was congratulated bya 
number of his friends who have watched 
the case from the start. 

-This ends the case so far as Dalton 
himself is concerned, but the prospects 
| are that something of a sensational na- 
ture regarding the main movers in the 
matter willcome out ina few days. 

MRS, DALTON’S STATEMENT. 

Mrs. Dalton called at Tue Times office 
yesterday afternoon, when she stated 
that the assertiou had been made so 
often thatshe wanted to get possession 
of Dalton’s property and send him tothe 
penitentiary, that she thought she 
should be set right before the public.

In the United Statés District Court 
yesterday morning G. J. Denis, Esq., 
one of the proctors for the claimants in 
the case of the United States vs. the 
steamship Itata, appeared before Judge 
Ross and moved the Court. to vacate the 


of bail for the vesselat double the 
amount of the appraisement, on the 
ground that the statue provided that in 
cases of seizure, the property shall be 
released upon the filing of bonds in.the 
amount of the-value thereof. 

The attorneys for the Government 
having no objections to offer to the mo- 
tion, it was granted by the Court, with- 
out further parley. | 
_ United States District Attorney Cole 
then moved the Court to dismiss the 
second libel filed against the Itata on 
Saturday night last, in accordance 
with instructions received from Attor- 
ney-General Miller at Washington, and 
this motion was also granted by the 
Court, which then adjourned until 
Thursday morning. + 
In an interview with a Times man yes- 
terday, Willoughby Cole, Esq., United 
States District Attorney, explained his 
action in filing the second libel as 
follows: 

The idea of filing the libel first occurred 
to me-on Saturday, and I at once instituted 
search for Judge Campbell, but found he 
was out ofthe city. Before preparing the 
libel I telegraphed the Attorney-General for 
his'views as to the propriety of the step. 
Not -receiving ‘any answer Saturday, I 
deemed it advisable to file the libel, which 
I dir late that evening. Ireceiveda reply 
from the Attorney-General ‘on’ Sunday 
morning in reference to the matter, in- 
structing me to confer with Judge Camp- 
bell, whereupon Limmediately sought my 
colleague at Santa Monica, and learned for 
the first time he was in San Diego. : : 

The authorities at Washington, while not 
approving of my action, on ‘the ground of 
its impolicy at this time, are, I am con- 
vinced, entirely in accord with my views as 
to recovering damages against the Itata. 
‘The Attorney-General, however, differs 
with me as tothe proper course to be pur- 
sued, in that he wishes to amend the orig- 
inal libel so as to include the question of 
damages, while my idea was to file a sep- 
arate libel and consolidate the two cases 
afterwards. 

I had no intention of committing any 
breach of faith, and cannot see in what 
manner my action can be so defined. 

It became known. shortly before the set- 
tlement of the bond matter that negotia- 
tions between the United States and the 
Chilean authorities had been broken off, 
in fact, had failed of an adjustment, Then, 
and not till then, the papers were prepared 
for use in case it should be thought best 
for the United States to assert other of her 
legal rights, as Chile was evidently disposed 
to take advantage of all of hers. 

I can see no reason why the Itata should 


duct in escaping while lawfully detained by 

reheat States officer. The legal rights of 
nited States have not been affected by 

anything that has since occurred in Chile. 

This step was taken simply for the pur- 
pose of forestalling another possible sur- 
reptitious escape of the vessel. The Mar- 
shal went to San Diego on Stnday with the 
process in his pocket to await instructions 
from here and Washington.

NO PAY FOR OVER TIME, 

Judge Shaw yesterday rendered his 
decision-in the case of Whittemore 
against the county of Los Angeles, 
which was submitted to him on an 
agreed statement of facts recently, by 
ordering judgment for the defendant, 
in accordance with the following writ- 
ten opinion: 

This is an action for services to 

have been rendered in discharge of the 
duties of the office of the County Assessor.

‘ployed deputies and assistants in the Asses- 
sor’s Office and were regularly engaged in 
their duties during legal office hours and 
for such work they have been paid, The 
services for which this ‘action is brought 
were performed after or before legal office 
hours. 
Tam of the opinion, that, so far as- the 
county is concerned, a deputy has ge > dis- 
tharged his obligation when he has faith- 
fully worked at his @fficial duty for eight 
hours each day, and that this work. having 
been performed at other times the case 
stands as if the werk had been done by per- |.

The same provisions were re- -enacted in

The agreed statement of facts shows that 
the hiring of these persons by the Asses- 
sor to work ‘during extra hours’ was not 
authorized by the Board of Supervisors, 
The chairman of the board requested that 
they be emploved. The act of the chair. : 
man, however, cannot be considered to be 
the action of the board, unless he was 
authorized todo so,and this does not ap- 
pear and cannot be presumed: 

It follows, therefore, that the county is 
aot liable for the services so rendered. 

The parties must look to some other 
source tor their compensation. 

Judgment will be rendered for the defend- 
ant.

A Legal How-de-do, 

The Justices of the Supreme Court 
are in-a bad way as regards drawing 
their salaries. They have received no 
pay since last June, and there is no 
prospect of their doing so for an in- 
definite time in the future. The State 
Constitution provides that. before the 
justices can draw their salaries they 
must make an affidavit that no case be- 
fore them remains undecided which has 
been submitted more’than ninety days. 
The San Francisco Chronicle says that 
for a long tfme the _provision was in a 
measure evaded by. a- practice which 
grew up of having the attorneys on 
both sides consent to having cases 
‘resubmitted’? when the statutory pe- 
riod was about to expire. It was alsoa 
custom to hand down on the last day of 
the month an. enormous batch of de- 
cisions, which were apparently rushed 
through atthe last moment to enablé 
the justices to draw their monthly sti- 
pends. As a result, perhaps, of this 
haste the number ot rehearings granted 
every month was exceedingly large and 
subjected the court to much criticism. 

The court as at present constituted 
has changed the practice’ in this re- 
spect materially. The calendar is very 
heavy; it now contains over 800 cases, 
but the number is gradually lessening. 
Still it will be a long time before the 
court can entirely catch up with the 
current business. However, the jus- 
tices have asked for no .resubmissions, 
and as they are now working on cases 
submitted in April last they have not 
received their.salaries since the end of 
June.

A GREAT. GRALY.. FAILURE, 


One of..the “Blegeat ‘New York 
Firms Goes Under. 


The Assignment Due to the Failure of 
a Corn, Corner. 


The Impending Disaster Foreseen for 
Some Time Past. 


Effect in Chicago—The Firm will Probably 
Resume Business—S. V. White 
Has a Large Private 

Portane. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Sept. 22. _[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] S. V. White & Co. have 
just sent an announcement of their as-’ 
signment to the Stock Exchange. Their 
assignment is due to a corner in corn, 
and theiy.interest in the bond market is 
very limited: White says the failure is 
due to long speculation in corn and not 
in stocks. Liabilities of the firm are 
very large, but only a few hundred > 
shares of stock are outstanding on con- 
tract. No estimate cen be given. The 
climax of today’s catistrdphe has been, 
approaching a culminction for the last 
two weeks, news of which has been 
carefully guarded, leaxed .out yester- 
day afternoon after closing the Stock 
Exchange. Assignment of assets of the 
embarrassed firm was then Said to have 
been made, but not recorded. It was 
only after thoughtful consitleration and 
a very Complete review of the situation 
that it was decided to make the assign- 
ment for the benejit of creditors. 
There are no contracts outstanding on 
Stock Exchange, and 10 excitement was 
caused there by the announcement. 
All members of the firm were at the 
office when the announcement of sus- 
pension was made. 

E. C. Steadman makes the following 
explanation: ‘The cause of the failure 
was wholly due to the declingin corn. 


The house had been heavily: long on 


September and*QOctober corn; and im- 
mense receipts were too much for it to 
to stand.”’ 

The private fertune of S. V. White, 
noted for the boldness of his speculative 
deals, is estimated at #2,000,000. A 
number of firms who were borrowing 
stock from White & Co,, received notice

took the stock with scarcely a ‘tremor. 
The failure caused but little exeitement 
on the exchange, for the reasomthat but 
few members were interested in the 
deal. It is stated it will affectChicago 
principally.

The impression on the board geems to 
be the effect of the failure has spent. its 
force unless further complications not 
now foreseen, follow. Manager Allen 
of the Chicago branch of -the house 
could not be ssen, and his assistant said 
it was impossible to make any’. sort of 
statement in regard to the firm’s:affairs. 

The office of the firm, after the an- 
nouncement of suspension, was ¢rowded 
with bankers, brokers and reperters, 
all trying to get some information in 
regard to the failure. The firm had no_ 
formal statement to make. It was 
noted that for some time it had been 
preparing for the disaster, which was 
seen to be inevitable when the decline 
in corn began, and for some days the 
firm declined totake any lagged posits. 
Before the final announcement - was” 
made. commission brokers told their 
customers to be prepared forit. This 
advice started. heavy liquidations and 
caused the first genuine reaction.that 
has occurred in the stock market for 
six weeks, but Lackawatina, which was 
always considered under White’ 5 influ- 
ence, declined only per cent: Fears 
are expressed on many sides that other 
houses will be involved, but members 
of- the firm say no other firm is asso- 
ciated with them.

THE TIMES reporter was yesterday shown 
outlining 
the route to the summit of Mt Wilson dis- 
covered by Pete Steil, and which it is 
claimed by that gentleman is the most 
practicable of any -yet presented to the 
public. 

The line starts from the terminus of the 
Altadena road onthe Highlands. It leads 
into the Los Flores Canyon, and thence 
after crossing Rubio Canyon winds over 
the foothills in an easterly direction until 
Eaton Canyon is reached. Here the course 
lies along the west bluff opposite the ‘‘Dew- 
drop Inn” at the foot of the new trail. The 
road then enters the canyon, keeping along 
the west side, and crossing over the falls at 
a distance of overtwo miles from the en. 
trance tothe canyon. A short distance be- 
yond the line crosses the canyon at the end 
of Silver Ridge. This would necessitate a 
bridge. 

The line then runs along the west side of 
Capt. Henninger’s property, and circling 
around crosses the ‘‘Flats’’ at a short dis- 
tance from the Captain’s house. Thence it 
keeps along the west bluff following closely 
the old trail. Atthe top of the flatsit 
crosses the neck and enters Silver Ridge 
Canyon. Thence it winds around on the 
opposite side and enters Sleepy Canyon in 


which the course lies for a distance of about 


one'and a half miles. It next runs around 
Long Ridge and winds up the west side 
of lofty Kinneloa. Thence it encircles 
Spiral Mountain and returns again higher 
up on Kinnelvo's side, where a switchback 
is formed, The* line then runsin sinous 
fashion along the side of the mountain, 
passing about 200 feet below Camp Wilson, 
under Prospect Pointashort distance below
